Practically every priest In the 
United States has received a copy 
of an article reprinted from Indus- 
try. The antlole is entitled "The 
Great Open Shop Conspiracy." It is 
a criticism of the statements on the 
"open shop" movement issued by 
the Social Action Department of the 
National Catholic Welfare Council 
and the Social Service Commission 
of the Federal Council of Churches 
It was written by Henry Harrison 
l/ewis. the o»n»r of the magazine 
but the cost of sending copies of It 
to the clergy of the country. Cath- 
olic and Protestant, was defrayed 
by other persons and organizations.

This brings us to the main issue, 
namely whether the "open shop" 
movement as conducted by certain 
groups of employers seeks to cripple 
the labor unions. The "specific facts" 
supporting an affirmative answer are 
abundant. They can be given here 
only in summary' form. In general, 
few if any of the organisations that 
have declared In favor of the "open 
shop" avow their attitude toward 
collective bargaining. Thi» la the 
vital issue. Unless the members of 
a union are permitted to deal with 
the employer as a body tlheir union 
meml>ershtip is futile. An "open 
Rhop" wihlch allows the employes to 
belong to a union but does not per- 
mit the union to deal with the em- 
ployer as a union is worthless. Not 
omly has no "open shop" organiza- 
tion declared that the "open shop" 
employer would deal with Uhe union, 
hut every eiuoh organization that has 
ronfewsed its attitude on this sub- 
ject has admitted that this practice 
would not be tolerated. 

Several representatives of em- 
ployer groups have protested to the 
Social Action Department against Its 
declaration that the "open shop" is 
intended to destroy the unions 
Upon examination, every one of 
them admitted that the "open shop" 
which t'hey are advocating would 
not permit dealing with the unions. 
Ths --poke-man for She National As- 
sociation of Manufactiruers was In- 
formed that If that body would 
make a public statement to the ef- 
fect that the "open shop" is con- 
sistent with proportional representa- 
tion by the union employes in a sys- 
tem of collective bargaining, even 
confined to the individual shop, the 
Social Action Department would 
withdraw Its statement against the 
"open shop." This gentleman de- 
clared that the National Association 
of Manufacturers would make no 
such ata/tement, and admitted that 
this organization reailly desired to 
cripple the unlions. Up to the pres- 
ent no authorized representative of 
an "open shop" organization lias de- 
nied that collective bargaining with 
the union Is Inconsistent with the

It can not be too often repeated 
that the issue is not that of mere 
employment or non-employment of 
union members, but of collective 
bargaining between the employer 
and the union employes. Pope Leo 
XIII. declared that workingmen's as- 
sociations ought to be such as "to 
furnish the best and most suitable 
means Tor helping each Individual 
member to better his condition to 
the utmost in body, mind and prop- 
erty." Who will dare assert this re- 
quirement Is realized in a labor un- 
ion which Is not permitted to deal 
with the employer? To quote the 
most important single sentence in 
the statement made by the Social 
Action Department: "Of what avail 
f» It tor workers to he permitted by 
their employers to become mem- 
bers of the unions if the employers 
will not deal with the unions?" 
Whether bv accident or by design, 
i v s did not attempt to answer 
this question. Did he ignore it de- 
liberately? . 

The third criticism which he 
made was to the effect that ecclesi- 
astical organizations frequently dis- 
cuss industrial objects wtthont suf- 
ficient knowledge of the facts. This 
Is the superior and patronizing at- 
titude often taken by so-called 
"practical men." The truth is that 
ts | rule, clergymen who make 
pronouncements In this field know 
r.he facts only too well.
